ACCUSATIONS OF 
ORCHARD 


W ill Be Denied and It W ill Be A sse rt­ 


ed T h a t Orchard Killed Steunenberg 


Because of a Private G rudge— De­ 


fendant W ill Testify. 


Boise, Ida., June 25.— In an address 
that occupied two sessions of the dis­ 
trict court Clarence Darrow of Chica­ 
go outlined to the Jury the detailed 
defense of William D. Haywood to the 
char** that he murdered Former Gov­ 
ernor Steunenber*. 
In broad descrip­ 
tion. it is to be a derial of every ma­ 
terial count In 
the testimony of Or­ 
chard with a showing that Orchard 
killed Steunenberg because of a pri­ 
vate grudge due to the loss of a rich 
.share in the great Hercules mine and 
explanations of the 
Independent cir­ 
cumstances that tend to connect three 
co defendants with Orchard's life aud 
operations. 
Haywood 
will take 
the stand 
to 
make personal 
denial of 
Orchard’s 
accusations, Mover may be called to 
testify solely to 
events and circum­ 
stances affecting the W estern Federa­ 
tion of Miners, but Petttbone will not 
be a witness in this case. 
Mr. Dar­ 
row explained that Moyer and P e m ­ 
bine must stand trial for this same 
crime and declared that every lawyer 
knew the danger, whatever the circum­ 
stances, 
of exposing

Mr. Harrow denied the existence of

roof of his contentions with many 
T the men named by Orchard when 
on the -hand and many witnesses of 
creditable 
character 
not connected 
by any tie with the federation or its 
leaders. 


Conspiracy Is Charged. 
Mr. Harrow charged that agents of 
the Mine Owners' association of Colo­ 
rado and the Pinkerton detectives had 
joined hands in a 
conspiracy to de­ 
stroy 
the W estern 
Federation 
of 
Miners. 
Agents of the mine owners 
had, 
he asserted, committed 
many 
minor crimea to discredit the federa­ 
tion and lie promised that the defense 
would show that it was a reasonable 
inference that they 
had engineered 
the Independence depot outrage as an 
“attem pt” that had miscarried into a 
tragedy. 
He asserted that this trial 
was the culmination of the conspiracy 
lo kill the organization by killing the 
lenders; that the organization and not 
“Dill” Haywood was on trial and that 
H arry Orchard under the manipula­ 
tion of Hot ceti va McFarland was try­ 
ing to kill Moyer, Haywood and Petti- 
bone that he might save his own life. 
In explanation of the draft for $100 
which Haywood sent to Jack Simpkins 
on Dec. 21, 1(*05, Mr. Darrow promised 
that 
the defense 
would showT 
that. 
Sim; kins had an expense account for 
?8?3 against the federation and that 
after Simpkins himself had cashed the 
check for that amount in Denver he 
gave Haywood $100 with the request 
that he mail it to him at his home in 
Spokane. 
Of the personal relations between 
Orchard and Pottibone, Mr. Darrow' 
declared 
that 
any one could 
make 
friends with Pottibone and that Petti- 
b©ne had fed Orchard 
as he would 
“any other dog.” 
As to their financial 
relations, Mr. Darrow said that when 
Orchard left Denver for Wyoming he 
gave Pettlbone his 
money, his Ma­ 
sonic badge and other trinkets and 
some papers for aaf©-keeping. 
From 
time 
to time 
Pettlbone 
forwarded 
parts of the money to Orchard. 
The registered packages that went 
to San Francisco, said 
Mr. Darrow, 
contained the Masonic pin, trinkets 
and papers, and the money that Petti- 
bon© sent to Orchard 
at San F ran­ 
cisco was sent in a m anner and under 
assumed names that Orchard had di­ 
rected and suggested in a telegram he 
sent to Pettibone. 
Use of assumed 
names, counsel declared, was a com­ 
mon practice among the union miners 
bf Colorado, made a stern necessity 
by the blacklisting 
of union miners 
whom he declared had been abused, 
hounded, denied justice 
and driven 
from the state. 
Mr. Darrow said the defense would 
probably not undertake a showing as 
to the unsigned letter received by Or­ 
chard at Caldwell Jail—the letter that 
said “th a t” had been sent to “Jack" 
on Dec. 21, and that Orchard swore 
Pettibone 
wrote—and at the 
close 
fcoth sides would probably argue their 


respective construe!ions of it. 
The defense promises, unless cross- 
I ivam ination is exceptionally long. to 
L ake all of its proof within seven or 
eight days.

BREACH OF FAITH CHARGED 


BUILDING COLLAPSES. 


Four Persons Killed and Death Ll ait 
M a y B r Increased. 
New York, June 25.—A four-story 
building at the corner 
of Lafayette 
and Walker streets 
collapsed early 
Tuesday morning. 
Three or four fam­ 
ilies were living on the upper floors 
and firemen are searching the ruins 
for those believed to have been killed. 
Lerm an Llntig, who conducts a saloon 
rn the ground floor of the building, 
and Rome of the tenants are known to 
have escaped. 
The police announced that eight, peo­ 
ple. members of two Italian fa m ili e s 
who lived in the building, were in the 
ruins, 
It has not been ascertained 
whether they are dead or alive. 
The 
two families lived on the third floor. 
Two families on the second floor es­ 
caped. 
The police announced 
that when 
the building 
collapsed 
there 
were 
eighteen 
people 
in 
it. 
Seven 
are 
known to have escaped, two have been 
rescued and nine are supposed to be 
still beneath the ruins. 
George Tarchino, nineteen years old, 
and his sister •Mamie, fourteen, were 
taken from the ruins. Both were alive, 
but badly injured. 
The police fear that 
most of the 
nine persons still beneath the ruins 
art1 dead. 
It will be several hours 
before the 
work of rescue 
is com­ 
pleted. 
Four persons are known positively 
to be dead. 
They 
are two 
infants 
whose lindies can be seen, and a man 
whose body is known to be In the de­ 
bris. 
Another infant still alive has 
been located 
by its 
moans. 
Four 
members of the Tarchino family, fath­ 
er 
and three 
young 
children, 
are 
thought to be dead in the ruins. 
Only 
one dead body, 
that of a man, 
has 
been recovered. 


MOTHER AND SON KILLED 


S tru ck by L igh tn in g in the Y a rd of 
Th e ir Home. 
St. Paul, June 25.—Mrs. Clara N. 
Lemon, wife of Dillon Lemon, a clerk 
in the Minnesota T ransfer office, and 
her son Clarence Ixiraine I^m on, ag^d 
fourteen, 
were instantly 
killed by 
lightning in the yard of their home, 
1781 Van Buren street. 
Tho mother had been cleaning bouse 
during the day and fearing rain from 
the threatening clouds was gathering 
clothes on the line to 
take into the 


I house. 
The lust article to be taken 
in was a piece of carpet. 
The carpet 
had 
been 
thrown 
over 
two 
wire 
clotheslines 
about 
five 
feet 
apart, 
stretched from two oak trees to a 
corner of tile 
house. 
Mrs. Lemon’s 
two children, Clarence, aged fourteen, 
and Mount, aged twelve, wore play­ 
ing under the tentlike covering which 
the carpet made.

Czar Accused of T ra m p lin g Upon the 


R igh ts of H is People, W h o Are S u m ­ 


moned to Continue the S tru ggle for 


Liberty by Force. 


Rt. Petersburg, June 25.—The So­ 
cial Revolutionist and Group of Toil 
members of the late parliament, num ­ 
bering 130 deputies, hove issued their 
anticipated 
manifestoes 
summoning 
the people to continue 
by force the 
struggle for land, liberty and popular 
representation. 
The 
documents, 
which proclaim that parliament per­ 
ished for defending the people’s rights, 
are remarkable for the fact that the 
emperor for the fir:-’ time is attacked 
by name for breach of faith, the revo­ 
lutionary proclamations having hit It 
erto attributed all sins to tile govern­ 
ment on account of the lingering sen­ 
timent 
of loyalty 
to 
the 
emperor 
mong the peasant masses. The draft 
of tho 
proclamation 
of the 
Social 
Revolutionists, of which 
tile revolu­ 
tionary 
presses 
are 
now 
printing 
thousands of copies and with which 
the manifesto of the Group of Toil is 
practically identical, is as follows: 
“Citizens—You sent us to fight for 
freedom, for the rights of people for 
land and liberty. 
The duma majority 
was oppositional. 
It rejected laws in­ 
creasing the power of the government 
bureaucrats, it demanded an account­ 
ing 
of repressions 
of peasants 
and 
workmen and of bestialities in pris­ 
ons; its committees elaborated many 
laws and projects covering the most 
important needs of the people and Its 
agrarian committee accepted the prin 
ciple of the compulsory expropriation 
of land. 
“Tho radical deputies 
m ade every 
effort to keep In touch with the iieople 
but the government used unprecedent­ 
ed measures to prevent this. 
Our let 
ters to the electors were confiscated, 
our messengers frequently were arrest­ 
ed, our papers were stopped and the 
editors who were members are now re 
be prosecuted. 


Law les*nes« of Authorities Protected. 
“Under the perpetual threat of dis­ 
solution of parliament the moderate 
section of the 
duma abated 
the de­ 
mands of the people, but the govern­ 
ment replied with an uncompromising 
refusal and took under its protection 
the wildest lawlessness of the local ail 
thorllles. 
“The government dissolved the du 
ma because it needs an obedient duma 
that will support the Interests of the 
aristocrats. 
“The emperor did not hesitate be 
fore a violation 
of his manifesto of 
Oct. HO giving the 
fundament a1 law 
and his solemn promise given at. the 
winter palace to the deputies of the 
first 
duma to 
defend the 
libertie 
granted 
to 
the 
people. 
ll * 
an 
nouneed before the whole people that 
the election Taw would only be modi 
fled with the assent of the duma, btu 
now without the permission of parlia­ 
ment the people’s rights are t r a m p l e d 
ipon and the government, relying on 
bayonets, openly put ues n course of 
forcible violation if the law! 
“The new election 
law limits the 
rights of the peasants anti workmen 
and increases that of the land owners 
and merchants. Tho representation of 
Siberia, the Caucasus and Poland are 
decreased 
and some 
parts 
of the 
country are entirely disfranchised, and 
tile minister of the interior arid the 
governors are given great powers to 
manipulate elections. 
The third duma 
will not include defenders of the inter­ 
ests of the proletariat. 
“Citizens, after a long struggle, in 
which innumerable 
victims 
fell, the 
people forced the government to con­ 
voke tho duma. 
When you elected us 
and sent us to struggle for land and 
freedom we did not conceal from you 
that lf the duma were not supported 
by the people it would bo powerless. 
The government 
will yield 
only to 
force. 
Only 
through 
a 
steady, 
or­ 
ganized struggle will th© people con­ 
quer their rights.” 
The manifestoes are regarded as be­ 
ing second Viborg addresses, but, they 
lack the authority given to the latter 
by the participation of an influential 
party, the Constitutional Democrats.

Dr. Thomas Jefferson Jackson See, 
the fnmons astronomer of tin* United 
States naval observatory at Mare Is­ 
land, Cal., while visiting his old home 
in 
Montgomery 
City, 
Mo., 
recently 
gave out ii remarkable Interview, says 
a Montgomery City special dispatch to 
the I hicago Tribune. 
He says he has discovered the one 
common cause of tho six great classes 
of 
natural 
phenomena—the 
secular 
leakage of the ocean bottom which 
gives rise to tho development of steam 
beneath the earth’s crust owing to tile 
earth’s internal heat. 
Ile also points 
out that tho chief danger of these agi­ 
t a t i o n s 
Is 
along 
tho seacoast, 
and, 
while serving a useful purpose. It: Is 
well to be prepared for their visitation 
to prevent groat destruction of life and 
property, as has often happened, ow­ 
ing to lack of understanding of natural 
laws. 
“ It seems to tie clearly proved.” said 
Dr. See. “ that tin* earth is not con­ 
tracting, as hetvt' fore held by men of 
science, but that the effects of secular 
cooling of tile globe are insensible. 
If 
I ira not 
uitirely mistaken, I have 
shown ’ hat Hie earth, so far from con­ 
tracting, may ta* slightly expanding. 
Its any case. earthquakes and volca­ 
noes a 
well as mountain formations in 
general, depend ujhhi the secular leak­ 
age of th** ocean bottoms. 
“ The great earth pinko and volcanic 
belts are along tho shores of continents 
or in the son. and a study of the ocean 
depths shows that tho earthquakes are 
worst av her** tho sea is deepest and the 
shore is steepest. 
The land is often 
uplifted, by earthquakes and the ad 
jacent sea ix»ttom sinks, which means 
that in* a is I icing expelled from be­ 
neath the •en aud pushed under the 
adjacent land. 
“ All the great mountain chains have 
been 
formed 
by 
this 
process, 
and 
hence the exact parallelism to the sea­ 
shore, known to every schoolboy, but 
not heretofore understood by geolo* 
i gists. 
S i long as we did not know the 
carse of mountain formation or erro­ 
neously attributed it to the secular 
cooling of the earth we could not 
I make any advance in the analysis of 
! earthquake caus* s. but now that earth- 
! quakes an* proved to be due to the 
| leakage of the ocean bed, necessarily 
resulting from tho great depth and 
1 pres. ure of water upon it, we are iii a 
: position to make progress. 
"W e know that cities on the coasts 
of deep seas are always unsafe, aud 
therefore their houses should be con­ 
structed 
to 
withstand 
earthquakes, 
and means should Ik* provided for tho 
extinction of conflagrations. 
If the 
people of San Francisco had possessed 
our present knowledge nearly all the 
loss sustained in the earthquake could 
have been prevented.

This Year 


Cass Lake Voice.—The state forestry 
board will 
bold a meeting at Itasca 
State Park Ju n e 26. 
Under the law 
passed by the last legislature the state 
board is given control of tho park and 
an appropriation of £35,OOO was made 
for the purchase of additional lands. 
There is considerable private property 
still within what has been designated 
as tho park lim its and the board will 
purchase this as far as tho money will 
go. 
The work of surveying the land to 
be purchased and of scaling the timber 
will be done by students of the state 
university. 
Two thousand dollars a 
year has been set aside by tho univer­ 
sity for the establishment of a summer 
school of forestry. 
A dozen university 
students will leave Minneapolis for tho 
park within a few days to form the first 
school of forestry ever established in 
the northwest. 
They will be in charge 
of Mr. Cheney, assistant to Prof. Greene 
of the forestry department of tho uni­ 
versity.

Fergus Falls, Minn., Ju n e 21.—Re­ 
ports of impending changes in tho rail­ 
way map of this locality arn being cir­ 
culated here. 
The latest reports are 
to the effect that instead of connecting 
with the Northern Pacific branch line, 
the main line of tho Northern 
Pacific 
will be extended parallel with the Great 
Northern 
from Bt. Cloud to this city, 
the two roads forming a double track 
and being operated jointly by the two 
companies. 
The (ireat Northern is almost an air 
line from this city to St. Cloud, anda 
Northern Pacific track paralleling itand 
then striking northward by way of the 
Pelican 
Rapids line and its present 
northern lino, would give the Northern 
Pacific system a direct line to the C a­ 
nadian border anti place that road in a 
position to compete tor the cream of the 
Canadian traffic generally. 
The Northern Pacific hasjust ordered 
the construction of a 12 stall round 
house at Lake Park, directly north of 
Pelican 
Rapids, and has arranged for 
the construction of side tracks there 
sufficient to accommodate 1,800 cars. 
There seems to be no reason for these 
improvements unless this plan is con- 
tem pl ated, as the Northern Pacific com 
pany is establishing immense car shops 
and a general headquarters 
a real rail­ 
way city 
at Dilworth, only twenty-five 


m iles west of Lase Park. 
A Northern

would relieve the congestion of 
traffic that wa* felt so severely on both 
these roads, particularly during the last 
winter.
